The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fiiUy 
supported by the description, are made: 

Claims 1-27 and 29-33 lack descriptive support. The specification only provides examples of compounds of the 
Formula I wherein A is O, and provides no examples of such compounds wherein A is S, SO, SO2, Se, Te, NRg, 
CR9R'9> NO and C(0).. In addition, claim 1 includes compounds incorporating carbocyclic and heterocyclic rings 
attached to the ring and amine moieties of Formula I that would be substantially different from the compounds that 
have been exemplified. Consequently the above claims include groups of compounds that have not been 
synthesised or tested for antibacterial activity and whose structure differs substantially from the compounds that 
have been synthesised and tested. Accordingly claims to such compounds are considered to constitute an 
unreasonable extrapolation from the compounds that haye been exemplified and therefore lack descriptive support. 
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
